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Being now come to the Temple of Mereury, 
( for Nauſicles Sacrific'd to him as the God of | 
the Exchange and Merchants ) Calaſaris a 
while comtemplateing the entrails of the Beafh, 
by the changes of his countenance, made them 
evidently know. the Gods foretold him many 
ſtrange adventures,. intermixt with Joy and Sor- 
row. Then putting his Hands upon the Altar 


TY where the fire of the Sacrifice yet burned, and 


feigning to draw out of the middeſt of the flame, 
that which he had before-prepared about him ; 
Behold faid he, O Nauſticles! what the Gods fend 
you by us, for the ranſom of Charicles : And 
with thoſe words preſented him a certain Prince- 
ly Ring, a rare and divine thing, it ſeem'd the 
circle was of Amber, and within the Collet was 
ſt an Ethiopian Amethylt, gloriouſly ſpark- - 
ling, of the bigneſs of the eye of a Young Maid, 
much ſurpaſſing in Beauty thoſe that come 
from Spain or Britain, tor thoſe are of a faded 
red that hath no ſplendour , and reſembles Ro- 
ſes blowing from their buttons; when the 
beams of the Sun begin firit to ſer, bluſhes on 
them : but the Athiopian Amethyſt hath a fire 
ſparkling fromthe bottom of the Stone ; which 
it you turn it in your hand, caſts a beam of Gold 
before your Eyes : Not ſuch as dazleth the ſight 
with too flaring brightneſs, but clears it wath 
a pureand delicate light : Tlus in the natural 


| propriety is of much more power than thoſe of 
J the Welt, for it doth not challenge its name faſly, 
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butreally, keeps Re wearer ſober at all Feaſts; 
Allthe Amethylts that come from the [zabes, or 
Zthiopia, have the like-virtues, but that which 
Calaſtris preſented to  Nauſwes, was yet more 
precious - For it was 1hgraven with the Figures 
of living Creatures to the Life. 

There you might ice a littleBoy feeding Sheep, 
Randing upon a Rock, that was not very high, 


to look about him, as from a little watch Tow, 
er, making his Sheep feed with the Mulick of 


his Pipe ; ; and you would ſay, that his Flock 
liſten'd, and went forward to the Cadence as he 
ſounded : Some would conceive them to have 
Golden Fleeces. ; not that Art fo adorn'd them, 
but it was the proper colour of the Amethylt 
ſhineing upon their Backs. There were the Fi- 
" gures of young Lambs, ſeeming to make [tle 
Skips : Some that ran 1n Klocks towards the 
Rock ; others that went circhng about 1t, 
making the Rock a Paſtoral Stage: Some : appear'd 
playing in the fame of the Amethyit as 1n the 
Sun;and in leaping,fcraped the Stone a little only 
with the tips of theit Feet. But thoſe that 
were the hvelhcſt of them, you would have 
thouzhr, heir leapinss would bave broke rhie 
Border of the Stone ; but that the induſtry of the 
Wortkrman had kept them of ; parking them in 
with a Golcen Paic chat went abour the Rock; 
which was a true Rock, not an imitation. For

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All the company having with praiſe and ap- 
plaule allowed [15s reaſons, Calaſirisithus pur 
{ued the ſeries of his diſcourſe. W— 

_ After wehad paſled other Streights, and loſt 
ſight of thoſe that are named the acute or poiat- 
ed Iflands, it ſeemed to us we ſaw the Promon- 
tory of the Zacynmhians, like a Cloud in the 
Air, fo far oft as our Eyes could: hardly diſcern 
it. Then the Pylot commanded them to hale 
in the Sails, and we demanding what his mean- 
ing was to.tlack his courſe, - ſince the wind 
was tavourable ; becauſe ( replied he )) if we go 
with full Sail, we ſhall arrive at the Ifland 
about the firtt watch of the Night; and it is 
to be feared, leſt in the dark we ſhould run 
upon the Rocks, which lie hid with the Sea 
in many places thercabouts ;. therefore it were 
belt to paſs this Night upon the Main, where 
we have Sea-room, and to take no more wind 
than will jerve to bring us to land about the 
break of day.

After they were thus aſſermbled at the Gate, 
they caſt down the Planks- which each had - 
brought , placing them along in ſuch Order 
> i thar the one touched the other, the laſt fill 
I handing them to thoſe that went before ; by 
\ WW which means, as with a Bridge, they paſled 
| I fafely over the Shme. Coming ro dry ground, 
(the /Zrbzopians ſuſpecting no ſuch thing, nor 
keep any Watch ) they marched with all 
poſſible ſpeed by them, towards Elephantimne, 
And without any obſtacle, were received into 
the Town, by. reaſon of two Perſrans, that:(as 
it was agreed between them) fat upon the Walls, 
to expect their coming at that time of the hight, 
who accordingly fet open the Gates for their 
Entrance. Art the break'of Day, the people of 
Syene perceiv'd the Per/rtans were fled, every 
one miſſing him. that lodged in his Houſe; 
They were further inform'd by conferring to» 
gether, and laſtly, by the Bridge of Boards, 
| which they found laid over the Ooze. Once 
more therefore: they. were ſeized with Terrour 
and | Conſternation, that they ſhewed fo little 
Faith ro Hydaſpes, after having 10 much expe+» 
nenced his Clemency, in permitting the 'Per- 
ſtaxs to eſcape. They therefore reſolved wath 
one Voice, to go out of the City, and ſurrender 
themſelves to the Arhiopiens, with Oarhs of 
their Ignorance, if poſſibly they PR 
Mercy. Being therefore all gather'd together, 
of both Sex, and all Ages, with Boughs 1n their 
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hands, and lighted Tapers, to ſhew their ſub- 
miſſion, bearing-the Images of their Gods be- 
' forethem. When they had paſſed the Bridge, 
- they fell on their knees, at diſtance, before the 
Athiopians, and, as it were, at a _ given, 
| fetupa general and lamentable Cry, deprecating 
— Puniſhment by their humble Poſture. Laſtly, to 


move the greater Compaſſion, they ſet down 


their Children before them, permitting them 
w go which way they would, mollifying the 
: Rage of the /Athropians, by thar Age, fas rom 
all ſuſpÞicion of Deceit. The Infants therefore, 
with Conſternation, through Ignorance of what 
was done, and frighted with the foreſaid La- 
mentation, ran away from their Parents, to- 
wards the /Athiopians ; others, not of growth 


to follow, fell on their faces, and lay crying 


on the Ground ; Fortune even in them, ſhew- 

mg the poſture of Suppliants, begging Mercy. 

| Ton per ſeeing this, and ſuppoling that they 

came only in a more humble and Sho man- 
t 


ner to ſupplicate, ſent Meſſengers ow the 
meaning ; and why they came withoutthe/Per- 
frans ? They inform'd him of all, the flight of 
the Perſians, their Innocence, the Feſtival, and 
how, after the Banquet, being poſſeſs'd with 
Sleep, rhe ca 5 eſcaped ; whom yet they 


| - could not have hinder'd, had they known there- 
of.” FHydaſpes believing what was told to him, 
| ſufpeRting what afterwards happen'd, the Trea- 
| chery of Oroondates, calling only their Prieſts 
"7. to 


[ 
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ty him, with the Gods, which they brougit 
tor the greater ſolemnity, conjur'd in there- 
by to tell if they knew any thing of the Perſzaws 
Deſigns ; Whither they were gone, or in what 
they placed their greateſt Truſt ? They an-_ 
{wer'd, They knew not for certain, but con- 
jectur'd that they were gone to Elephantina, 
where the greateſt Party of their Army were 
gather'd together : Oreondates putting his great- 
elt Truſt in his Bard Horſe. 

When they had thus ſupplicated, Hydaſpes 
did not think fit to enter the City, but ſenttwo 


Companies to ſearch if there were any Trea- 


chery 1n the bulineſs, and if they found none, 
to continue there as a Garriſon. Having there- 
fore diſmiſſed the Townſinen with gracious 
Promiſes, he drew forth his Army in Battel 
aray, to receive the Perſrans, if they came out 
apainſt him ; and if not, to fet upon them. Nor 
had he put them into a readineſs before he was 
inform'gg@fiat the Perſrans were os their way 
rowardWim. Oroondates having drawn the | 
greateſt of his Forces to Elephantins, was | 
forced himſelf with a few to take into Syewe, | 
as WE _ hr ſhewn, wh If _ 1 
Mercy of Hydaſpes ; yet was he ſo full of guike, {| 
as tO ry" go hs foreſaid Army, ping | 
all his hopes in Celerity, and thinking to-come | 
upon Hydeſpes unprovided. = 

.When the xwo Armies were now inſight of 7 
each other,the Perſian Pride was RG [ 
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the whole Field with Golden and Silver Armis, 


for the Sun then riling full upon the Perſians 


Right Wing, their Armed Men going before, 
and the Archers bringing up the Rear, that 
being eas'd from the Incumbrance of Armour, 
they might more dextrouſly thoot their Ar- 
rows, protected by the Armed Body. He pla- 
ced his Agyptian and African Companies on 
the Left Wing, adding alſo Archers and, Slin- 
gers, whom he commanded to make Excurli- 
ons, and gall the Enemies Flank. He himſelf 
came with the Main Body, ſplendidly ſeated 
on a Chariot, wich Guards on each fide for his 
ſecurity, his Bard Horſe being ranked before 
him, in which he pur his greatelt truſt ; in this 
polture he adventured to begin the Bartel. For 
| This Party was moſt Warlike, -and like a Wall 
Þ pb Bulwark , planted before the reſt of his 
| IY. . 

The manner ia which they were Arined was 
thus : A choſen perſon, of great Strength and 
Stattxre, put on a Helmet, with a Face made 
£0 it, exattly xefembling that of a Man : This

ight Hand held a Weapon bigger than a Spear, 
whule their Left was free co manage the Reins ;

refleted from them, like Lightning, to a great 
diſtance. The Medes and Perſ1ans made up the 
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pined with Scales of Iron and Braſs, in form 
of a quadrangle ; one being laid waving over 
the ocher ; which thus by degrees went to thewr 
extremity, the Plates being firmly riveted toge- 
ther, yet framed ſv asto fit without any Incum- 
brance to the Body, and every where plying to 
it: Every joint thereof turning on Wire, and 
extending or contracting with the motion of the 
Perſon. Thus was it wrought from the Head to 
the Knee, a vacancy being only left for the 
inſide of their Thighs, that far next to their 
Horſe. Such is the Fabrick thereof, that it re- 
pels all manner of Darts or Spears. From the 
Foot there was an Iron Boot, that at the Knee 


joined curiouſly with the Armour. In the ſame _ 


manner they alſo Armed their Horſes, ſecuring . 
their Legs, while their Head ro their Creſt s. 
entirely Armed, a Covering of Iron Plates 
thrown over his Back, falling down on each 
[de to his Flank, yet ſo looſe as not to incum- 


ber his going, while it gave him proteCtion, 


The Man being thus equipp'd, and, as it were, 
caſt in Armour, is lifted up upoa his Horle, 
not being able, by reaſon of the weight, to 
mount himſelt, Whea the Fight 1s begun, gt- 
ving the Reins to his Horſe, and clapping Spurs 
to them, heruſheth upon the Enemy, as it. were 
a Tempelt. 

The Bike, near to the part where a long Steel 
Blade comes out, is faſten'd tothe Horſes Neck, 
by which means it is ſupported ; it is alſo hugg

 thatby the Horſes motion, the 
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at the vther end by Thongs to the Hotſes Shoul: 


der, in ſuch manner as not to hinder, but af. 
fiſt the Hand of the Perſon chr ap it : S9

ſed ; by which means two or three at a tune are 
often born upon the Point. 

The Deputy being thus provided, and his 
Forces drawn up in this manner, lIctt the River 
on his Back, being much leſs in number than 
the Enemy, which ſerved him tor a Wall, to 
keep him from being ſurrounded. Hydaſpes, on 
the other. ſide thus order'd his Battel : Againit 
the Perſians and Medes, in the Right Wing, he 
placed his Souldters from Meroe, skiltul in ſtand- 
ing Fight; as alſo the Trog/oayte, with thote 
of the Neighbouring Country , from which 
Cinnamon 1s brought, in light Arms, and ſwift 
of foot, to engage the Adverſaries Lefr Wing. 
_ - But underſtanding the Perſrans middle Ranks 
to be their chief ſtrength, he oppoſed to them 
himſelf, with Elephants bearing Towers, join- 
ing to them the Blemmii and Seri, with Inſtru- 
Qions what to do when they were engaged. 

When Signals on both ſides were given,by the 
Perſians with Trumpets, by the /Erhiopians 
with Hammers and Kettle-drums. 
encouraging his Party, led them on. Hydaſpes 
commanded his Men to advance ſlowly at firlt, 
that the Elephants might keep up with them, 
and alfo that the Perſian Horſe m the middle 
might be diforder'd; before the whole Bodies 
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were join'd. When they were now within the 
Caſt of a Dart, and the Blemmi perceiv'd the 


1- Ward Horſe of the Enemy to come on fiercely, 
 Ethey obſerv'd what had been commanded 
” by Hdaſpes, the Ser: being left to guard the 
© WElephants, they made up ſpeedily before the 
. Weſt, againſt the Bard Horſe, who thought them 
> MWiiltracted, bcing ſo few in number, to ſet upon 
WW: Party fo well Armed. The Perſians likewiſe 
i fpurred up faiter, to take advantage of their 


raſhneſs, not douvting to diſpatch them at the 
firſt Encounter. 

Then 'the Blemmi, when they were come 
hand to hand, as it were at one fign, funk down 
all rogether, ſetting one Knee to the ground, 
and putting their Heads and Backs under the 
Horſes Bellies, receiv'd no harm, but from their 
treading ſometumes upon tirem. But they * 
form'd what was beyond all expeCtation , ſtab- 
bing the Bard Horlſc up into their Bellies, which 
part alone was unarm'd : Wherefore not a few . 
were caſt q& by their Horſes, enraged with their 
wounds, whom the Blemmi ſtabb'd ( as they 
lay on the ground) on the inſide of their 
Thighs. For the Perſian Cataphraf is ſo in- 
cumbred with Armour, that he cannot ſtir, 
when once diſmounred. Thoſe that kept their 
Saddles were carry'd direQtly upon the Ser, 
who on their approach, retreated behind their 
' MElephants, whoſe vaſt Bodies ſerved them for 
a Bulwark. By this means there was great 

H h Slaugh- 
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Slaughter made of the Horſe, inſomuch that 
they were almoſt utterly cut of : For the 
Horſes frighten'd with the fight of the Ele- 
phants, leaped and ſtarted, ſome flying out one 
way, and ſome another, putting their own par- 
ty into diſorder. They rthar fat upon the Ele- 
phants (ſix Archers being allotted to each Tow- 
er, whercot each Beaſt carry'd two ) ſhot fo 
falt from thence, that their Arrows ſeem'd a 
Cloud, and fo cxattly 2im'd, that they gene- 
rally wounded rhe Perſians 1n the Eyes, who 
accordingly ran confuſedly one amongltt ano- 
ther. Al] that were born forward againſt their 
wills by the mettle of their Steeds, came dirett- 
ly upon the Elephants. 

They were therctore thus conſumed, being 
partly trodden down by the Elephants, partly 
cut down by the Se, making Excurſions from 
behind their Elephants, as it were from an 
Ambuſcade. "The few that cfcaped, went oft 
without any memorable performance, and not 
the leaft hurt done tro the Elephanrs. Thoſe 
Beafts are clad in Tron when x wn g0 to War, 
befide the narural hardneis of ther Skin, over 
grown with a rough Scurt or Scale, roo firi 
_ for any Spear to pierce. | 

All being at length put to Rout, the Deput 
himſelf fled ar laſt moſt ſhamefully on a Ny/e« 
Horſe, leaving his Chariot behind him. How 
ever, thoſe that were of his Left Wing were 
yetsiznorant hereof, and ftood ftoutly to _ 
wor 
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work, though receiving more Wounds than 
they gave ; ſuſtaining all difficulties : For the 
Troops from the Cinnamon Region, with 


whom they encountred , preſſed them very 


flying off whenſoever the others came on, far 
out-{tripping them ; ' yet ſhooting back, and 
wounding as they fled : But as the others Re- 
treated, came furoutly again upon them, gal- 
ling their Flanks with Slings and linale Darts, all 
which were notwithftanding Mortal, the Piles 
being dipped in Serpents Blood. They bear a 
round Cover on their Heads, ſtuck through with 
Arrows,the ſhaft end whereof is placed next their 
Heads, the Pule,even to the Feathers, coming out 
17 above. Thus every one marches clatteringtofight, 
ly a naked Body to the Foe: Crowned,as it 
were, with Arrows, which have no Iron on their 
Points, nor have any need ofat : By reaſon that 
they are made of a Dragons Back-bone, an ell 
in kength, the natural hardneſs whereof being 

n'd at ane cad, ſerves for a point, from 
whence the Greeks call ſuch kind of Arrows, 
Bones. "The a£gyprians notwithſtanding Rood

fled, the very Perfiaxs, and Deputy Ibimſelf,with- 


drawn without any ſignal performance ( ſave 
ſome {mall damage done to the Meroexſes ) but 
much more receiy'd, even they at lalt gave over 
the Conflict, and turned their Backs. 

Fhdaſpes beholding the Viftory from a Tow- 
er, railed high on an Elephant, ſent after the 
Chaſers, to bid them abſtain from ſlaughter, 
but ro take as many alive as they could, eſpeci- 
ally Oroendates. For the /Eth:opians (tretching 
their Wings 1n circular form, took in ſo valt a 
compals, as wholly to encloſe the Perſians ; lea- 
ving only one paſſage open for them, and 

that was towards the River : Into which a 
_ great number of them, being forced by the 
Horſe-men, Scyth-Chariots, and others preſ- 
ſing upon them, found that the Stratagem 
which the Deputy had laid againſt the Enemy 
was unreaſonable, and fooliſh : Foraſmuch, a 
while he kept the /i/e on his Back, for fear of 
being ſurrounded, he was not aware that he 
, cut off from himſelf all poſſibility of flight. He 
therefore wastaken Prifoner amongſt the reſt. 
Achemenes, the Son of Cybele, finding hov 
affairs ſtood, endeavour'd treacheroully to kil 
him, ( for he now repented himſelf of the di 
covery he had made touching Ar/ace) ſince the 
Arguments by which he was to prove it, were 
taken away ) but diſappointed of his expetta 
. non, 'the 'Wound which he gave Oroondates wa 
. act mortal. For which attempt however h 
— | TECELV C 
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receiv'd puniſhment, being run through by a' 
ve certain Afgyptian, who knew the Deputy, and 
zur WY would have kept him alive, according to the - 
'er Y Command ot his Maliter. 

The Deputy therefore was brought to Hy- 
daſpes by the perſon that took him : He there- 
tore ſeeing him fainting, caus'd his Blood to be 
ſtanch'd, determining, it he could, to preſerve 
him, alſo confirming his purpoſe with theſe 
words ; That you are preſerv'd by ' my good 
will, is juſt and fit ; for it is the buſine of Te- 
nerous Enemies, to overcome an Enemy that 
reſiſts with Courage ; and when fallen, toſup- 
port them with Mercy : But what reaſon was 
there to make you ſo pertidious ? To, you 1in- 
deed pertidious, reply'd Oroondates, but true to 
my Maiter. Hydaſpes farther asked hum, Since 
he was overcome, what puniſhment he deter- 
minced upon himſelf ? Such, anſwered he, as 
my Malter would inflict on one of your Com- 
manders, that had been ftaithtul tro you. Cer- 
rinly, ſaid Hydaſpes, he would praiſe, and fend 
him back with Rewards, 1t he be a true King, 
and no Tyrant ; and one that would be a Pat- 
tern for Princes. You fay you have ated 
faithfully, but it not tooliſhly roo, in expoſing 
the Lives of ſo many Thouſands, do you your 
felt judge. It was not imprudent, replied he, 
conſidering the temper of my King, who 1s 
much freer of his Puniſhment to the Coward- 
ly, than Rewards to his Valiant Servants. TI: 
Hh 3 rhere- 
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therefora-xeſblved on the danger of the Field, 
where I might either perform fomething that 
was beyond expectation, as many opportunities 
happen in a Fight skilfully managed, ( the 
event of War it ſelf being always uncertain ) 
or, at leaft, 1f F'efſcaped with life, to have cx- 
cuſe left, nothing that was in my Power having 
been omitted. 

Hydaſpes hereupon commended him, and 


ſent him to Syere, with charge to the Phyſici- 


ans to uſe their belt endeavour for his Cure. 

He alſo went himſelf, with the chief of his 
Army, the people from the Town, of all Ages 
' and Qualities, mecting him on the way, ſcatter- 
ing Flowers amongſt his Souldiers, applaud- 


ing his Vertue, and congratulating his Victo- * 


ry. When he was carry'd on his Elephant, 1in- 
to the Town, he immediately bent his mind to 
Divine Worſhip, and rendring Thanks to the 
Gods. He demanded the Origine of the A'ule, 
and if there was any thing in the City worth 
Sighr or Admiration ? "They ſhewed him a 
Well, like to that which is at Memphis, made 
of Poliſhd Stone, on which are drawn Lines, 
at an E)! diſtance, the one above the other : 
| Tnto this Ciſtern the River Water being let, 
* by Subterranean Paftlage , ſhews the Inhabt- 
tants the Encreaſe or Decreaſe of the Nite, ri- 
ſins or falling below ſuch or ſuch a Mark on 
the Stone. they likewiſe ſhewed him Gno- 
mons of Horoſcopes, that at mid-day give no

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' ſhadow. The Sun being at the Solſtice, per- 


pendicular over Syere, inſomuch that thetr deep- 
oft Wells are then illuminated. Fhdaſpes was 
not much ſurprized at chis, the ſame being alſo 
tound at Meroe in /Ethiopia. They then told 
him of the Nile, extolling 1t with their prailes, 


calling him the Son and Author of Plenty, the 


Preſerver of Upper £zypr, the Patron and Tik 


l:zr of the Lower : Every year rolling down fer- 
tile Slime, from whence he tis call d 


Nite, bY 
the Greeks ; that is, the Diſtinguiſher of 'Sea- 
ſons ; his Flow ſhewing the Summer, his Ebb 
the Autumn, the Spring with Flowers ; that 
the Nile indeed was nothing but the Year it ſelf*: 


'The Letters of whoſe Numbers being compu- * | 
. ted, according to the Figures which they re- , | 
preſent, making three hundred ſixty five Uni** | 


ties, according to the Days in a Year. When 
they had farther ſpoken of the Nature and Pro- 
pertics of certain Plants, Flowers and Animals: 
'Cheſe are not ſo much /{2yprian Relations (fad 
Hydaſpes) as Athiopian. Bur whether this River 
be.indced a God, as you eſteem hun, and brings 
other Rivers along with him from £rh:op, he 
is duly worſhipped by you. We both adore 


im for other reaſons (anſwer'd the Prieſts) and 


particularly for the prefent favour of ſending 
you to us, our God and Preſcrver. 
Fhydaſpes warned them to be moderate in the 
Praifes of him ; and ſpent the reft of the day in 
diverſion, entring Banquet with the 7Erhropr- 


if 
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42 Nobles, and Prieſts of Syere ; and permit- 
ting all the reſt to do the ſame. 'The Syeneaxs, 
partly ſelling, and partly beſtowing on the Ar- 
my vaſt Herds and Flocks, with Plenty of Wine. 

The next day, ſitting on a Tribunal, he dj- 
{tributed the Booty of the War amongſt Ris Ar- 
my, to every one according to his performance. 
When the perſon that took Oroondates came be- 
tore him, Demand what you w ll, ſaid Fydaſpes - 
There is no need(an{wer'd he)ot my demanding 
any thing more, it what I have alrcady taken 
from Oroondates (whomT preſerv'd, according 
to your Order) be adjudg'd to me by you. He 
therewith ſhew'd Oroondates Dagger, ſtudded 
with precious Stones of vail price, and worth 
many Talents of Gold ; inſomuch that the 
ſtanders-by cry'd our, That the fortune was 
roo great tor a private Man, and fitting only 
tor the Kings Lreaſury. What theretore 1s 
more Kingly, faid Hdaſpes, thin tor me to 
preſerve that greatneſs of mind, as not to covet 
10 great a Prize. The ſpoil of a Captives Bo- 
dy by right belongs to him that takes him Pri- 
ſoner. Wherefore let him ſo depart, who per- 
haps had not granted us the ſame favour, 
though we w ould never have received it. 

Next came rhe perſons who took Theagenes 
and Chariclea: O King, ſaid they, our Spoils 
are neither Gold nor Gems, which are of lit- 


tle price 1n Ethiopia, and pave the Royal Pa- 


laces ; bur whereas we have brought you a Gre- 
tian

can Youth and Virgin, of incomparable Sta- 
ture and Beauty, excelling all Mankind in Per- 
{>n, your ſelf excepted ; we beg allo ro be par- 
takers of your Munificence and Bounty. You 
ſay well, anſwer'd Hy4a/pes, and I remember 
ſuch Pertons, thouzh f had but a tranſeant ſight 
of them : Wheretore bring them with the reſt, 
to our Preſence. When the Meiſengers came 
tor them, they ask'd, Whither they were to be 
carry'd ? Betore Hydaſp:s , an{wer'd why" 


Hydaſpes ! O ye Guardiai: Anvels, faid they 


as yet they were uncertain who was the Con- 
querour. Theagen:s therefore {aid ſoftly to Cha- 
riclea, Untold the State. of our Airs to the 
King, (ince Hydaſpes Reigns, whom you 1VE 
ofren told me was vour Father. O Deareft,, 
ſaid ſhe, great affairs need great preparations, 
tor where the Gods have given intricate Begin- 
nings, the Concluſion muſt be leiſurely unra- 
vell'y : eſpecially, the firſt Riſe and Foundation 
of this Intrigue ( I mean my Mother Perſins ) 
being abſent, whom yet, by the Gods favour, 
we Bo to be alive. But there is dan 
of our bcing Sacrific'd betore that time, faid 
Theagenes. None at all, an{wer'd ſhe, for I 
have often heard our Keepers fay, we were re- 
ſerv'd for Sacritices to the Gods of Meroe : 
Wherefore there is no fear of our being Slain, 
or ſent away to another Country, being alrea- 


. dy, by Vow, given to the Gods, which can- 


not be violated by any Pious Monarch. How- 
"BfF-5 ever, 


"TILT 
ever, though we ſhould flatter our ſelves with 
* theſe hopes, we ſhall imperfeAly make out our 
Account, when the Perſons are not preſent, 
that can acknowledge and juſtifie the Autho- 
rities which we produce. Wherefore there is 
ganger, leſt through his Ignorance in the Evi- 
dences, we {hould exaſperate our Judge ; who 
will think ſcorn, that Captives deitind for Sa- 
_ erthice, ſhould preſume to call themſelves Chil- 
den to the King. But your Teſtimonials, re- 

y'd Theagenes, which you have carefully pre- 

rv'd, will ſhew that it is no Forgery. The 


| Credentials, ſaid Chariclea, are Credentials to 


them that expoſed them, but to them that know 
them not, or at leaſt not all of them, they are no 
more than common Jewels and Bracelets ; which 
| alſo may bring with them ſuſpicion of Thett.

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They perſuading him, that there were cer» 
tain Images often form'd in the fancy, that be- 
token future realities ; he nevertheleſs neglcct- 
d the Viſion, and ask'd them who, and what 
they were. Chariclea being ſilent, and Thea- 
zenes anſwering, That they were Greeks, and 
Lindred Ha Wn faid he, that furniſhes 
us with ſuch Noble Sacrifices for our Triumph. 
Then ſmiling to his Attendants afide, Why EA 
I not a Son likewiſe born to me = my Dream, 
(aid he) if Dreams are, as you ictures of 

things. tocome? Then turnin _— - baricles, and 
ſpeaking to her in the Greek Tongue, ( hs is 
of high eſteem amongſt the Gymnoſophuſts of 
#thiopis,) But why, Virgin, are you ſilent, 
faid he, and Anſwer to no Interrogations ? At 
the Altar of the Gods, anſwer'd ſhe, to whom 
we are deſtin'd Sacrifices, you ſhall” know both 
me and my Parents. Hydaſpes again ask'd her, 
Of what Country ? They are partly preſent, 
ſaid ſhe, and i hall be altogether ſo fo at that time. 
Hydaſpes then ſmil'd, and ſaid, Certainly this 
Daughter of Viſion, dreams her ſelf, in imagt- 
ning to find her Gyec:/an Parents in Meroe. Let 
them therefore be taken care of, to be made Or- 
naments of our Sacrifices. But who is this that 
{tands next them, and ſeems to be an Eunuch ? 
The Servants an{wer'd, That he was indeed an 
Eunuch, and named Begoss. Let him follow 
them, {aid he,; not to be himſelf a Vidtim, but 
to take care of another Y i&tim, : this Virgin, that 
ſhe 
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ſhe be preſerv'd Immaculate for the Ceremony. 
Eunuchs are the beſt Guards, for being deprived 
themſelves of enjoying, they out of envy take 
care that no body elſe hall. 

He then ſurvey'd the remainder 'of Captives, 
and diſpos'd of them, giving ſome for Servants, 
whoſe condition was formerly ſuch ; but Per- 
ſons rhat were of free Birth, he reſtored to Li- 
berty. Ten Youths and as many Virgins of 
flouriſhing Beauty and faireſt Stature, he ap- 
pointed to atrend Theagenes and Chariclea in 
their D2itiny. Anſwers being alſo given to all 
others that breught any Claim. In the laſt 
place, Oroondates was ſet before him ; to whom 
Fhazſpes expreſt himielf, That lince he gain'd 
the points for which he made War, he was not 
afotted like moſt Monarchs ; that he would 
not abuſe the kindneſs of Fortune, to covet 
more than others ; nor extend his Empire by his 
. victory ; that he was contented with the bounds | 
which nature from the beginning had ſet, divi- 
ding AEthiopra from MA-gypt by Cataracts. 
Wheretore having abeain'd what I came down 
for, I return an adorer of Equity. As for you, 
if you ſurvive, continue in your Office of De- 
puty ; and tell the King of Perſia, that his Bro- 
ther Hyaaſpes has overcome, but reſtores you to 
'your Dignity, being deſirous of Amity ; but pre- 
par'd to renew the War if provok'd thereunto : 
Bur enjoin that exemption from Tribute, for 
ten years be given to the Syerears. -

| Crown'd with the Plants of Nite, and bearing 


| Branches of Palm in their Hands, by their very 
| Habits and Gelture declaring their Meſlage. 


The City being thus fill'd with joy, they per- 
form'd Sacrifices Night and Day in their d1- 
{tint Tribes , Strects and F amilies, crowding 
the T emples ; not ſo much for ſake of the 
Victory, as tor the ſatety of Hydaſpes : Whom 
tor his Clemency and Juſtice, they look'd u 
as their Common Parent, as well as their King. 
Perſina theretore having ſent vaſt Herds and 
Flocks, with all manner of Beaſts and Fowlinto 
the Sacred Field ; partly ro make Hecatombs 
therewith, and partly tor Proviſion, in the pub- 
Iick Feaſt, went to the Grove conſecrated to 
Pan, the Reſidence of the Gymnoſophitts, to 
whom {ſhe gave the Letters from Hydaſpes , 
deliring them to obey his Orders, and grace rhe 
Solemnities with their Preſence. They en- 
treated her to ſtay a while without, while _ 
went into the Oratory, to conſult the G 
Pleaſure. From whence returning , fol a 
Ti E {mall 
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ſinall ftay, Sy/imathres, the Prov oſt, the reſt 
+> filence, ſpoke thus: We {hall attend 
| you, faid he, tor fo the Gods command : Bur 
withal, they foreſhow ſome tumulr and difor- 
der that will happen 1n the Ceremonies, whicl 
yet ſhall have a happy Concluſion, foraſinuch 
as a Member of your Body, which has lons 
been loſt, ſhall now be reltor'd uatought, 
Whatever misfortune ſhall happen, reply'd Per 
ſazz, all things will do better tor your Preſcnce. 
As {ſoon as Fhdaſpes arrives, I ſhall inform V'Cu, 
There 15 no need of that, {aid Syſcmathres, tor 
bis Letters will tell us that he will to morrow 
be here. Accordingly it happen'd ; for before 
ſhe was return'd to her Palace, a Mctcnger 
overtook her with the ſame tydings. The pub- 
lick Officers therefore halter. the Preparations 
tor the Sacrifices, permitting only Vale Per- 
{ons to be preſent : tor the Worſhip belonging 
to the Sun and Moon, thc mott pure and Chait 
Deities, they excluded Women trom the Devo- 
tion, leſt any PolJutton ſhould happen therein. 
The Pricltcls of the Moon was only. permitted, 
which Oihce Perſ1na hericlt fultantd'; as H- 
daſpes, the King, was High Priclt to the Sun, 
by the ancient Rites of the Country. Chariclca 
was likewile to be preſent, though not as Prictt- 
eſs, but Victim. The people therefore were 
roo impatient to walt till the day was cuiiic, 
bur the Evening before came over the River of 


Aft abora, fome by the Bridge ; ; thoſe that lived

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. at diſtance, in Boats, which was ealily done, ; 


by reaſon that each containing not above two 
< three at once, was made by ſplitting of a 
Cane Trunk into two parts, each half, without 
further labour, ſerving for a Boar. 
The Ciry Meroe is a Triangular Iſland, made 
by the Confluence of the Nile, the Aſtabors and 
Alaſobxs : "This inland Spot being miles 
in length, in Breadth, is furniſh'd with 
Animals of vaſt bulk, the Elephants being bred 
there: And as it bears ſome Plants naturally, IS 
by Improvement ſupply'd with others : For 
belides Palm-trees of prodigious: Tallneſs, it al- 
ſo bears Corn of ſuch height, that a Man on 
Horſe-back, and ſometimes on Camels, 1s hid 
1n paſſing throu: gh: Tt is withal fo fertile, that 
the Grain which is ſov-n comes up three hun-

Fhdaſpes, in tew words, told the company his 

Service perform'd for the Commonwealth, and 
commanded the Sacrthces to begin.
